I am not an habitual 
letter 
to the editor" man, in fact this 
is my first, but I am an Aggie 
to the core. I have been a stu­ 
dent here under various and 
sundry circumstances since J u ­ 
ly, 
1955, and 
I 
have a 
few 
thoughts that I would like to 
leave with all Aggies as 1 re­ 
ceive my m aster's degree. 
In the almost ten years that 
I have been at A&M. I have 
observed its growth and change 
from 
four 
distinctly 
different. 
viewpoints. 
First, I 
saw 
it 
through the eyes of a young ci­ 
vilian student as I began sum-1 
mer school, then as a m em ber j 
of the Corps of Cadets, steeped 
in all its tradition, until my in­ 
jury in 1956. later as a handi­ 
capped civilian, and finally as 
a graduate student. I'm prob­ 


ably about the third most no­ 
torious Aggie on campus, be­ 
hind only “Pinky 
and Rewil- 
le. I hope that when I leave, 
there will still bo a few wheel­ 
chair tracks engraved in the 
memories of my many friends. 
I 
may be using too many 
words to express what I think; 
if so, 1 hope that you will hear 
¡with me. The main point that 


1 1 want to m ake is that the Ag­ 
gie Spirit has not changed, in 
essence, since whatever that in­ 
tangible bond was between Ag­ 
gies which created it originally! 
The Spirit is almost immortal, 
but for one thing. The one and 
onl\ force capable of destroying 
it is. ironically, the sam e that 
created it — WE Aggies — all 
past, present and future. And 
to manv it seems that we are 
hell-bent on doing just that, on j 
letting A&M stagnate and lose . 
its own treasured uniqueness* , 
The corps, civilians, the gradu- j 
ates. all students, male or fe­ 
m ale—all the forces that are in­ 
herent in a vibrant, 
growing, 
changing 
institution — may be 
directed toward the upgrading 
of its excellence in all areas— 
or toward its self destruction. 
Accept these new challenges 
gracefullv 
and 
use 
them 
to 
build upon rather than to de­ 
stroy. 
A good place to start 
would be to prove, contrary to 
much popular belief .that Ag­ 
gies (the majority, at least!) 
are gentlemen. Drop the deri­ 
sive nam e “ Maggie" that has 
been tacked on the girl students 
who attend A&M. Let them be 
accepted as an integral part of 
the student body, as the Aggi- 
ettes of Texas A&M University. 
If there are still those of you 
who fear that change will kill 
the Aggie Spirit, look back over 
years past. Read the nam es of 


those Aggies who have given 
their lives that we m ay th nk 
as we please. Attend a Silver 
Taps or a Muster in any of hun­ 
dreds of places the world over; 
what 
other

much? Stop for a moment at 
the east end of the drill field 
and note the bronze plaque im­ 
bedded there. It is inscribed to 
, Jam es A. Sarran. ’5 who lost 
his life while saving two bud­ 
dies.

man . . . " I know of the Aggie 
Spirit from first hand exper­ 
ience; of a student body who 
¡ga\e of their money and their 
i prayers to help a guy, a fellow 
Aggie, who most of them didn’t 
even know, and his family pay 
hospital bills; of buddies who 
'could do no more, but did. who 


sold their own blood and gave 
my parents the money. Finally

T I O N A L AMENDMENT 
TO BE VOTED ON AT AN 
i:r.ECTION TO BE HELD 
ON SEPTEMBER 7, 1965. 
SENATE JOINT RESOLU­ 
TION NO. 44 proposing an 
Amendment to Sections 2 and 
25 of Article III of the Consti­ 
tution of the State of Texas so 
as to provide for an increase 
in the membership of the State 
Senate from .31 to .39 members; 
to fix the membership in the 
House of Representatives at 
loU members; to require ap­ 
portionment of the Senate ac­ 
cording to population; and to 
delete the limitation that no 
single county is entitled, to 
more than one Senator. 
HE IT RESOLVED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE 
O F THE 
STATE OF TEXAS: 
Section 1. That Sections 2 
and 25 of Article III of the 
Constitution of the State of 
Texas be amended to read re­ 
spectively as follows: 
"Section 2. The Senate shall 
consist of 89 members. The 
House of Representatives shall 
consist of 160 members. 
"Section 25. The sUta shall 
be divided into Senatorial Dis­ 
tricts of contiguous territory 
according to population, as 
nearly as possible. 
'"Should the Legislature en­ 
act any enabling legislation in 
anticipation of this Amend­ 
ment, no such law shall be 
void by reason of its anticipa­ 
tory nature. 
"This Amendment shall be­ 


come effective upon its adop­ 
tion." 
Sec. 2. The foregoing Con­ 
stitutional Amendment shall 
be submitted to a vote of the 
qualified electors of this state 
at an election to be held on the 
7th day of September, 1965, at 
which election all ballots shall 
have printed on them the fol­ 
lowing:
